FCLC is among a 
growing number of Lutheran Churches committed to celebrating the Sacrament of Holy Com- 
munion every week, including the baptized of all ages. As we begin our Communion, all are in- 
vited to "examine themselves" (1 Cor. 11:28) during the Confession as we prepare to receive the 
Body and Blood of Christ . Children of all ages may receive the sacrament! However, if parents 
prefer, small children may receive a grape given with the words, "Welcome to the Lord's Table." 

ANOINTING,,, As we are anointed with oil at Holy Communion today, we are reminded that 
we are all in need of healing in one way or another. Sometimes, it's our bodies that need healing; 
sometimes it's our feelings that are hurt; sometimes it's our thinking that needs healing; some- 
times it's a relationship that is hurting; sometimes it's our faith in God that needs healing. If you 
wish to share a prayer concern with us at that time, you are more than welcome.
